Ervin, a North Carolina Dem­ 
ocrat. called the administration 
measure both cockeyed and un­ 
constitutional. 
Still being drafted, the substi­ 
tute as tentatively outlined by 
Ervin would provide for the ap­ 
pointment of federal registrars 
in areas where the President 
certifies to a finding of racial 
discrimination rn violation of 
the 15th Amendment. 
But. Ervin emphasized in an 
interview, the presidential cer­ 
tification would be subject to 
judicial review States or coun­ 
ties would have a chance to con­ 
test the finding in court before! 
the appointment of registrars. 
Ervin said he will try to win 
acceptance of the substitute by 
the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee. of which he is a member. If 
he fails there, he said, he will 
carry the fight to the Senate 
floor 
Hearings on the administra­ 
tion measure continue today in 
both the Senate and the House. 
South Carolina's attorney gener­ 
al, Daniel McLeod, was among 
witnesses to be heard by a 
House Judiciary subcommittee. 
In both the Senate and House 
hearings, the coverage formula 
in Johnson's bill has come un-i 
der fire not only from Southern 
opponents but from civil rights! 
leaders in and out of Congress. 
It would bring in some areas 
like Alaska where no racial dis­ 
crimination is alleged and leave 
out other areas 
like Texas 
where widespread discrimina­ 
tion has been charged. 
The bill would apply to states 
;or counties that used literacy 
tests or similar voter qualifica­ 
tion devices and where less than 
half the voting-age population 
was registered or voted last No­ 
vember.
